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There  is  a  practice  among  racketeers  of  exacting  payment  from  individuals  and  organ- 
izations for  "protection."  Usually,  the  danger  against  which  protection  presumably  is 
required  is  an  invention  of  the  racketeers  themselves.  They  both  constitute  the  threat 
and  offer  the  means  of  escaping  it.  This,  of  course,  is  an  extreme  case.  There  are, 
however,  practices  carried  on  by  the  most  honorable  folk  which  in  some  way  resemble 
the  practice  of  creating  a  threat  and  offering  a  solution  at  the  same  time.  Consider,  for 
example,  those  advertisements  which  make  us  aware  of  how  odorous  it  is  to  be  alive 
and  then  offer  "protection." 

It's  popular  to  call  this  an  "age  of  anxiety,"  but  it  might  be  more  accurate  to  call  it 
an  age  of  protection— against  everything  from  lustreless  teeth  to  the  devouring  grave. 
True  to  the  spirit  of  the  time,  the  man  who  devises  a  means  of  offering  protection  against 
the  threat  of  protection  will  probably  make  a  fortune. 

There  are,  of  course,  many  threats  not  created  artifically  and  against  which  there  is 
little  or  no  protection,  and  we  hope  KPFA  is  one  of  these.  By  threat,  in  this  instance,  is 
meant  whatever  is  new  and  different.  The  unfamiliar  is  considered  by  many  to  be  a 
kind  of  threat,  regardless  of  whether  it's  a  new  way  of  doing  something,  a  different 
political  opinion,  an  experimental  work  in  music  or  literature,  or  a  particular  philo- 
sophic or  religious  viewpoint.  Keeping  one's  eyes  and  one's  world  wide  means  becoming 
aware  of  the  challenge  offered  by  what  is  new  in  the  world.  And  in  a  real  sense  there 
is  no  protection  against  the  new  except  withdrawal— as  ineffectual  a  defense  as  that  of 
the  proverbial  ostrich  with  his  head  tucked  in  the  sand. 

Although  many  a  radio  listener  has  thankfully  sought  KPFA  as  a  means  of  protection 
against  commercials  inserted  between  movements  of  his  favorite  symphony,  it's  our  hope 
that  the  Station  also  constitutes  a  threat  against  the  increasing  isolation  and  suspicion 
between  man  and  man.  The  hope  is  that  KPFA  can  contribute  toward  keeping  the 
world  wide  and  open  by  presenting  the  contrasting  and  the  seldom  heard  products  of 
man's  thought  and  imagination  along  with  the  well  established  and  the  familiar.  We 
trust  that  the  only  real  protection  offered  is  against  that  ennui  and  lack  of  curiosity 
which  is  the  enemy  of  all  life.

CONSER  VA  TISM  REVISITED:  Ever  alert  to  track  down  the  latest  modes  of  the  intelligentsia, 
our  public  affairs  department— admittedly  two  or  three  years  late— has  been  revisiting  conserva- 
tism. Things,  it  is  evident,  are  not  as  they  were.  Some  listeners  were  interested  to  hear  in  May 
some  college  students  set  forth  a  body  of  political  thought  sounding  rather  like  pragmatic  New 
Dealism  which  was  labeled  conservative.  In  this  Folio  we  present  a  discussion  of  various  con- 
servative views  on  Americanism,  and  the  program  confirms  a  widely  held  suspicion  that  the 
best  of  Americanism  is  not  its  conformity,  but  its  passionately  espoused  variety.  (Commentator's
